It was with disbelief that I heard the 


dictum of my younger son when he began 
school here in St. Albert. "sommy, we’ 
Te not supposed to wear blue jeans or 
tee shirts." I hid my wonderment with 
‘an unconcerned, "Fine, You may wear 
something else." But I sought from the 
authorities an answer to a very simple 
question and still have not received 
satisfaction. “why?” 

I feel sure the intentions of the school 
board are sincere, but the emphasis is 
misplaced. what earthly difference can 
the color of the denim (I am careful, 
now, to choose brown denim and let the 
blue waste on the shelves) make to the 
character of the child? 

His trousers may not be blue jeans. 
They may be green jeans or grey jeans, 
or pink, or red, or purple. They may 
not be blue jeans. They may be blue 
serge, or blue cord, or blue gingham, 
or blue chiffon, but they may not be 
blue jeans. They may be older, or thin- 
ner, or shorter, or dirtier. They may 
be too small, or too large, or full of 
holes. But they may not be blue jeans. 
For only the latter offense could result] 
in a session with the principal, or ex- 
pulsion from school. what kind of rat- 
ionalizing is this? We might just as 
effectively abolish blue underclothing 
as abolish blue jeans. We may just as 
well attempt to raise the moral tenor of| 
our community as a whole by outlawing 
all blue paint from the houses of our 
fair town, or all the blue sun umbrellas} 
or all the blue cars. Or insist that 
all the flower gardens boast bachelor 
buttons. 

It's not the shirt that goes over a boys} 
heart that makes him what he is. It's 
the integrity of the heart that beats 
under the shirt - whether said shirt has 
buttons or not. It's not the trousers 
he wears that teaches him right and 
wrong; for if the guidance he receives 
happens to be corporal, it will feel the 
same applied to his posterior through 
blue denim as it does through brown. 

If the wearing of these currently banned 
garments reflected an attitude of def- 
dance in the youngsters, or identified 
him with a gang, this legislation would 
at least be worthy of consideration. 
But since it reflects only the attitude 
of the many mothers of this community 
who do their own laundry, why should 
such garments be censures?
